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6, On September 1, 1961, 250 braceros at the Ioduca and Perry camp 
in San Joaquin County were stricken by food poisoning from being fed 
contaminated luncheon meat. When they compl&ined soon after lunch of not 
feelings well, they were told to keep working. ‘They were not taken back to 
camp until the end of the afternoon, A mumber by this time were in conwl- 
sions, Still, the canp managers would not take them to a doctor or a 
ospital., It was. not until a delegation of braceros demanded, upor threat 
of violence, to be taken to a hospital that the management relented. The 
next day, an inspector from the County Health Department visited the cam, 
and found a number of gross violations of the most elementary sanitary 
principles in the kitchen. He suggested that improvements be made. 
Interviews with braceros fron this same canp’more than a month later 
indieate that conditions are still just as bad as ever, 
7e On September 6, 1961, we interviewed three braceros who had 
originally been imported for work in asparagus, Their contracts had 
i on June 25, ‘Since then, they had been here without contract. exten- 
sions, being shuttled from one contractor's camp to another. Puring this 
entire period they had maiz sniyomricet only been civen work enouch of the 
time to pay for their board, 
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. On September 11, 1961, 12 braceros from the Loduca and Perry camp 
nrotested when they were suddenly switched from an hourly rate in cucumbers 
to a piece rate which made it impossible for them to make $1,900 an hour, 
Mr. Perry threatened to call the police if they didn't work at the piece 
rate. 


9. On September 6, 1961, three braceros from the Loduca and ‘erry 
camp were taken to the Mexican Consul in Sacramento. They complained 
bitterly about being manhandled by Mr. Perry and his "bodyguards", They 

nplained bitterly about beinz treated like animals or slaves, for 
example, they are ordered to leave the field if they talk to one another, 


Interviews with braceros from th's same camp on October 30 revealed that 
their treatment has not improved. This clearly suggests a breakdown in 
enforcement procedure, as well as the Joint. Interpretation of March, 195h,

19, On October 30, 1961, two members of the AWOC «= acting as individuals 
rather than as representatives of the organization << went to the Loduca and 
Perry camp with copies of leaflets entitled "Until We Meet Acain" which they 
wished to give to the braceros in or camp, These two individvals were t 
assaulted by Mr. Perry and one of his "bodyguards", and following their 
beating w were arrested for trespassing. By their actions, the braceros in 
the camp indicated they would like to have been given the opportunity to 
read the leaflets, The denial of this ppportuni ty suggests strongly a 
violation of Article 35, "Protection of Rights Under United States Law." 
One of the rights of U.S, law which one would think braceros should" enjoy 
impartially and expeditiously" is the first amendment to the Constitution,
